3. Full or partially fUf^cTalcoholic bevcrag.e^>bttles, glasses, or 
other containers will () eba i 1 dl e - d ^^-gu-as ‘to preclude GSA building 
custodial, craft, or coirtra&t-per sonnel or other unauthorized persons 
from having access thereto during or following affairs at which 
alcoholic beverages are served.
